Cause for the shortage was at- j 
tnbuted to a betterment of eco- i 
nomic conditions which, directors of 
the homes say, has enabled middle- 
class couples to meet adoption re­ 
quirements. 
During depression years it was 
principally well-to-do couples who 
sought to adopt the children. 
Now the demand lias exceeded 
the supply. C. J 
Buslee, superin­

Finding Society, reported th a t it 
would take a year at least to fill 
their ‘’orders.” 
Last year 1026 babies were adopt­ 
ed in the court of County Judge 
Edward K. Jarecki, and the average 
this year has been three a day. 
Because Illinois statutes’ eliminate 
much legal red-tape found in other 
States, Chicago became the mecca 
of childless couples seeking to adopt 
children.
